Up to 3 o’clock Tuesday afternoon At- 
torney Stone and the members of the griev- 
ance committee had not formulated a reply 
to that issued by the transit company re- 
fusing to substitute old men for new em- 
ployes. 

The members of the committee went into 


session shortly after 2 o'clock and such 


fa proposition is expected to be forthcom- 


ing some time Tuesday. 


The transit company, through its at- 
torney, Mr. Lehmann, has refused to open 
negotiations with former Gov. Stone along 
the lines of the strikers’ modified propo- 
sition. 

The proposition was presented to Mr. 
Lehmann by Mr. Stone at 11:30 o'clock, 
but Mr. Lehmann said that he had no 
authority to hand it to the company for 
consideration. 

‘The statement given to the Post-D‘s- 
patch is simply a reaffirmation by the com- 
pany of the proposition made by it through 
the citizens’ committee several days ago,” 
Mr. Lehmann said at 1 o'clock. ‘Since that 
proposition, nothing has passed between 
the union and the company in written form 
and that the company-intended to stand on 
the proposal made through the citizegs’ 
cammittee. 

“Gov. Stane called on me at about 11:80 
this morning. He said that the .recom- 
mendations of the citizens’ committee had 
been rejected by his clients. He suggested 
negotiations on other lines, but for this 1 
had no authority and so advised him.” 

Immediately after Former Governor Stone 
received Mr. Lehmann’s verbal reply that 
the company would not open negotiations 
along new lines, he went back to his office 
and there met President Mahon and Chair-

they should be paid at the agreed rate for all time served; and that except as 
thus modified, the agreement of March 10 should be reaffirmed.

Former Governor Says That Phelps’ 
Charges, Which Are Denied, Don’t 
Help Phelps’ Position in the Least. 


On Saturday when W. H. Phelps’ speech, 
attacking former Gov. Stone was first pub- 
lished, the ex-governor stated that his en- 
gagements for that day in dealing with the 
strike troubles were such that he had not 
had time to carefully read the speech, and 
hence could say little about it. Tuesday he 
said he had read the speech Sunday, and 
when asked if he had anything to ‘say, re- 
plied: 

“Mr. Phelps says he is a lobbyist, but 
declares that I am one also. Even if that 
were true it would not change this issue. 
If Mr. Phelps and I be'eng to the same 
olass then we should be treated alike. If lI 
am a bad man, as he says he is, tnat might 
be a good reason for setting me aside, but 
it would be no reason for choosing Phelps 
as a representative of the Democratic party, 
His plea is confession and avoidance. He 
confesses all I have said about him, and 
then seeks to avoid by saying I am as 
bud as he. But how does that help him? 
He might as well say that John Doe and 
Richerd Doe are bad—as bad as he. Sup- 
pose they are—suppose 100 others are—how 


does that nelp him? 
‘What about his indictment of me? Well,

to but two members of the General Assem- 
bly on the subject ,and I said to them that 
I thought the bill had originated as the re- 
sult of personal feeling on the part of cer- 
tain gentlemen, and that I did not see what 
public good would be subserved or puDlic 
evil remedied by its passage. I stated that 
I had never heard of one of the companies 
failing to promptly pay a debt whén the 
amount was ascertained by agreement or 
judgment, and that therefore there was no 
demand for the legislation. On the other 
hand, it was plain if all the states should 
require such enormous deposits from the 
companies, it would be impossible for them 
to do business—that in any event the de- 
posit should not be for more than one-tenth 
the amount named in the bill. I did pre- 
sent this view to two or three members of 
the Legislature, and that is all 1 did. Jf 
that be lobbying, I am gullty. 

“He also says I sought to defeat a Dill 
requiring foreign corporations to procure a 
license to do business in this state. I do 
not now even recall the bill he refers to, 
On several occasions members of the Legis- 
lature and others asked my opinion as to 
the merits of some bill. I receivéd several 
letters of that kind, and have at different 
times talked to gentlemen about pending 
measures of legisiation. The conversations 
were nearly always mere casual conversa- 
tions, resuiting from casual meetings, and 
about measures tn which I had no personal 
interest whatever. I do not recall the meas- 
interest whatever. I do not now recail the 
measure Mr. Phelps refers to, and hence 
cannotsay whether I even expressed an 
opinion about it. '

I 
was employed and received a fee from 
Heath & Co., an independent publisher, and 
aided that company in preparing and pre- 
senting its offer. That company did not 
belong to any trust, but was an Independ- 
ent publishing house of long standing. 

“As to fees paid me by~kxcise Commis- 
sioner Higgins, that was fully exploited 
long ago. I have represented Mr. Higgins 
tine and again in all the courts of the grate, 
from justice of the peace to the Supfeme 
Court, and also before the Federal aughor!i- 
ties.- There is no reputable lawyer ho 
will not say that the fees paid me for the 
services rendered were small. I never re- 
ceived a cent from Higgins, except for pro- 
fessional services publicly rendered in the 
ordinary course of business.

increase. Instead of arbitrarily refusing to 
consult with the strikers about the merits 
of the case, the Central's superintendent 
of*motive power went to Buffalo on pur- 
pose to meet and confer with a committee 
of the men. This reasonable and enlight- 
ened policy yielded the good results that it 
can almost always be countéd upon to do. 
It proved that when laborers are treated 
with respect and their unions recognized, 
dealirgs with them can be satisfactory 
and honorable between any so-called 
‘business men,’ and with no more danger 
f violence. A wage scale was agreed upon 
which gave the men nearly all they asked, 
while on the other hand they. conceded 
points which it appeared the company could 
not consistently grant.—Gunton’s Magazine 
for June.

Witnesses Say Shelley Commenced Fir- 
ing on O’Toole as Soon as He 
Came Within Range Tuesday 
Morning—Shelley Escaped. 

Mdward O'Toole of 1110 North Tenth street 


was shot by James Shelley, a former mem- 
ber of the Fire Department, in front of 


| Cay morning. 


107 North Broadway at 8:30 o’clock Tues- 
It is beliewed the wound will 
preve fatal. 

A quarrel between the men Monday ofter- 
noon is suppased to have led up to bthe 
shooting. Shelley sold horses on commis- 
sion and O'Toole was employed as a utility 
man at several! sale stables. 

O'Toole, whose injuries are believed to be 
fatal, was taken to the City Hospital after 
a long delay during which a search was 
made fora poiceman, Shelley escaped, 

According to those who witnessed the 
shooting, O'Toole had no opportunity to de- 
fend himeelf as Shelley began firing as soon 
as the men met. Witnesses say that Shelley 
and ©'’Tpole met in front of Pohiman & Co.'s 
Stable 107 North Broadway. Shelley was 
walking north. There is a slight bend in the 
Street at this point. Those who saw the 
shooting say that as soon as O’Tooie came 
around the corner from the north, Shelley 
drew a pistol and commenced firing. After 
the second shot O'Toole put his hand to 
his sroin and said: ‘“‘You've got me, but 
snoot again if you want to. I am not 
armed.*’

O'Toole sank to the pavement. He was 
curried into the stable and messengers were 
dispatched for policeinen. 

Several of the men sent out reported that 
they could not find an cfficer. A horge was 
Saddled and a messenger was about to be 
Sent to the Fifth District Police Station 
wren a policeman arrived. 

An ambulance was suinmoned and the 
wounded man was removed to the C'itv. 
liispensary. There it was found that the 
bullet had lodged in his right groin. tLIle 
“Was Weakening rapidly. To the dispensary 
physicians he said he had never befure 
seen the man who shot him. 

At the City Hospital his injury was pre- 
ncunced probably fatal. 

Joseph Maher, a horseman who has an c#f- 
fice at 1525 North Broadway, was a witness 
of the altercation Monday afternoon. He 
said to the Post-Dispatch: “O'Toole went 
to the National Stockyards Momiday to get 
a horse for Shelley. When the horse ar- 
rived it did not suit Shelley, who crdered 
O’ Toole to take it back and get another one 

“When O'Toole returned with the second 
harse he demandedimoney. Shelley refused 
to pay bim anyth ge. Later in the after- 
noon O'Toole saw Shelley receive some 
money from Frank Birkhead and again de- 
manded payment. Shelley taook a stake 
from a wagon and attempted to assault 
O'Toole. The men had a fight on the cor- 
ner near the old Mulllanphy Rank buliding.
